Threaten Revenge If Higgins 
Again Fails on Tax Repeal. 


MAY TAKE HAND IN POLITICS| 


Bowery and Other Banks Announce 
That Dividend Will Be Reduced 
Uniess Legislature Acts. 


The savings banks of New York, through 
their Presidents, have served notice on 
Gov. Higgins and the Legislature which 
is to convene in special session on June 21 
that unless the Republican Party makes 
good its promises of the last campaign to | 
repeal the tax on the surplus of savings 
banks the bank men may go into politics 
“on. their own account. 

According to the Presidents of the banks 
they are now and have been all along ad- 
¥Werse to going into politics. But when it 
comes to the matter of a reduction in the 
dividends now paid to savings bank de- 

’ positors from the present rate of 4 per 


cent, to at least 3%, they think they will} 


be justified in taking a hand 

This reduction in the dividend rate will 
probably be made, it is announced, unless 
the tax is repealed at the special session. 
The 4 per cent. rate will be paid in July 
and the reduction will come at the next 
interest period in January, for the sav- 
ings banks declare dividends at the end 
of the period for which they are paid. 

When the increase in the rate from 
8% to 4 per cent. was made last Autumn, 
President Wood of the Bowery Savings | 
Bank announced that in doing so the Di- 
rectors were relying almost wholly on 
the pledges that had been made by both 
parties through their candidates, on the 
etump «and in their platforms, to repeal 
the tax on the surplus.

Traffic Police to Herd Traders and 
Shoo Away Hangers-On—To See 
Committee Monday. 


The curb market will not have to 
“move on.”” Commissioner McAdoo has 
evolved a compromfse which will spare 
that body the indignity of being treated 
as an ordinary usurper of the public high- 
ways. At the same time he expects to 
end the nuisance of which tenants in 
Broad Street have complained, The agi- 
tation which had prevailed in the market 
since the police head made his visit to 
the locality some days ago subsided as 
rumor of the settlement spread late yes- 
terday dfternoon. 

Incidentally the action of the Police 
Commissioner will give the curb market 
official recognition, a thing which it has 
not had before. The Stock Exchange 
takes no notice of it, Officially it is not 
known to exist, although many members 
of the big board receive not a small part 
of their revenue from trades in unlisted 
securities on the curb. Several years ago 
when the traders who had frozen in Win- 
ter and broiled in Summer proposed to get 
a board room of their own the Stock Ex- 
change took notice and warned its mem- 
bers that they would not be allowed to 
do business in any other regularly organ- 
ized Exchange. That put a quietus on the 
plan. 

The complaint which set Mr. McAdoo 
thinking about ‘‘ the curb” was filed by 
the Standard Trust Company, which de- 
clared that the outside brokers made so 
much noise that tenants in its building 
were disturbed. The Curb Brokers’ As- 
sociation appointed a committee to con- 
fer with him and the call was to have 
been made yesterday afternoon, but was 
postponed to Monday afternoon on the 


Commissioner’s request. In his note to 
the committee the Commissioner gave a 
hint of the solution he has discovered. 

Mr. McAdoo’s plan, it is believed, ts to 
station at least two of his traffic squad 
at the curb market's location in Broad 
Street, to herd the brokers within reasona- 
ble bounds, and see that no one not hav- 
ing business there is allowed to loiter in 
the crowd. The police will chase away 
the gang of boys and: young men who 
lounge there all day in’ the "> of pick- 
ing up something, either in the way of 
commissions or nickels for running er- 
rands. It is this floating gang of trouble 
makers that has brought the curb into 
disrepute. 

It is acknowledged that any person may 
have the same right to stand in the mid- 
dle of Broad Street that the brokers have, 
but when a policeman, especially one 
armed with the authority of the traffic 
squad, tells a loiterer to move on it is 
not fashionable to refuse.:

WASHINGTON, June 16.~—The President 
has appointed a committee of five to re- 
port to him on improved methods of doing 
the public business in the various bureaus 
and departments. The scope and charac- 
ter of the work expected of the committee ; 
is indicated in the following letter ad-| 
dressed by President Roosevelt to Charles | 
H. Keep, Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

“You are hereby designated as Chair- | 
man of a committee, to consist, in addi- | 
tion to yourself, of the following four | 
gentlemen: Frank H. Hitchcock, First 
Assistant Postmaster, General; Lawrence 
»O. Murray, Assistant Secretary of Com-| 
merce and Labor; James R. Garfield, 
Commissioner of Corporations, and Gif- 
ford Pinchot, Forester, Department of | 
Agriculture, who are to investigate and 
find out what changes are needed to place 
the conduct of the executive business of 
the Government in all its branches on | 
the most economical and effective basis in 
the light of the best modern business | 
practices. | 

“In making this investigation I would 
like you to have in view securing an im-| 
provement in business methods, particu- 
larly among the following: 

“In the preparation of decisions for 
Ministerial approval, expert knowledge of 
attual conditions affecting or affected by 
such decisions should govern, as distin- 
guished from a knowledge of the record 
alone. 

“Salaries should be commensurate with | 
the character and market value of the 
service performed, and uniform for simi- 
lar service in all departments. 

“Government supplies, except such as | 
are required to meet emergencies or for 
immediate use in the field, should be 
standardized, and purchased through a 
eentral purchasing office. 

“It is the duty of the accounting and 
auditing officers to facilitate 
work. Fiscal restrictions or regulations 
should not interfere with executive discre- 
tion, should be uniform, and should be as | 
few and simple as is consistent with ac- | 
curacy and safety. Systems of bookkeep- 
ing and accounting should conform to the | 
most approved modern business methods. | 
The existence of any method, standard, | 
custom, or practice is no reason for its 
continuance when a better is offered. | 

‘“‘The comparative cost of all work for | 
which cost keeping is possible should be 
ascertained as between offices and de- 
partments, and as between the Govern- 
ment and private enterprise, and should 
be followed by the adoption of standards 
of minimum cost. 

“There should be seystematic inter-de- 
partmental co-operation in the use of ex- 
pert or technical knowledge. The busi- | 
ness methods of the different departments 


should be substantially uniform. 

“In the adoption of methods and the! 
performance of work, every step which is | 
not clearly indispensable should be eélim- | 
inated. As between the adoption of a 
uniform standard and the actual effi- | 
ciency of any office, the former must} 
yield No recommendation for change 
should be made until after full con-| 
sultation with all executive officers af- | 
fected 

“There should be published an official | 
Gazette, to contain all executive orders, | 
statements of changes in organization | 
or personnel, reports of important work | 
begun, in progress, or completed by any 
department, advertisements of all Gov- 
ernment all legal notices not 
required to be published locally, notices 
of coming civil service examinations, &c. 

“A resolute effort should be made to| 
secure bret in correspondence and the | 
elimination ot useless letter writing. There 
is a type of bureaucrat who believes that 
his entire work, and that the entire work | 
of the Government, should be the collect- 
ing of papers in reference to a case, com- | 
menting wiih eager minuteness on 
and responding with othe: 
reference thereto. These 
care nothing for the case, 
the documents in the case. 

In all branches of the Government |} 
there is tendency greatly to increase 
unnecessary and largeiy perfunctory let- 
ter writing. In the army and navy the 
increase of paper work is a serious men- 
ace to the efficiency of fighting offi- 
cers, who are often required by bureau- 
crats to spend time in making reports 
which they should spend in increasing 
the efficiency of the battleships or regi- 
ments under them. As regards this mat- 
ter, yOu will please confer with the As- 
sistant Secretaries of the War and Navy | 
Departments and request them to sub-| 
mit to me a scheme for doing away with 
the evils referred to. 

‘In the civil departments the abuse of 
letter writing amounts not merely to the 
waste of time ot the Government servant 
responsille for it, but also to the imped- 
ing of public business. 

“Please consider also the 
enforcing accountability for property.” 

It is officially pointed out that the 
committee’s work is not to discover irreg- 
ularities or to criticise the business of 
any office or individual, but to examine 
business methods as outlined. 

In connection with the prospective work 
of the committee, Secretary Shaw to-day 
announced two radical changes in meth- 
ods of making disbursements. Disbursing 
officers are required to make requisi- 
tions for the amount of money needed to 
cover semi-monthly payments. In prac- 
tice they nearly always ask an amount 
somewhat in excess, but the Secretary 
has directed the Treasurer hereafter to 
require the pay rolis to be presented and | 
to refuse payment whenever the check 
calls for an amount in excess of the pay 
roll. 

He has also ordered all salary pay- 
ments in the Treasury Department and 
the Department of Commerce and Labor, 
except in a few stated cases, to be made 
by the disbursing officers’ checks in- 
stead of cash.

“As regards municipal, expenditure, | 
will only quote one or two figures. For | 
the last ten years, up to 1905 and 1906, | 
the ag gate expenditure, capital and in- 
come, has been approximately £1,270,000,- | 
000, compared with £737,000,000 in the 
previous ten years. Therefore, this coun- 
try’s national and municipal outlay has 
reached the enormous total of £2,710,000,- | 
000 in the last ten years, compared with 
£1,689,000,000 in the previous decade. 

PS e consequence of this general ¢6x- 
travagance, which I ventured to point out 
@ year ago, bas been that our imports 
have been very largely increased, while 
our exports have remained relatively sta- 
tionary. The result has been that the 
balance of our imports over our exports 
has miore than doubled since the later 
eighties. 

“TJ do not think we need go to our fiscal 
system, or find any other scapegoat, for 
this state of things. The reason seems to 
me perfectly obvious. We have been 
spending too much money. To use a 
well-known expression, we have been 
burning the candle at both ends. 

Mr. Speyer explained that the expendi- 
ture of the nation’s income at home has 
reduced the amount of savings available 
for investment in the colonies and in 
foreign countries. In the eighties, in 
consequence of economy, Britishers were 
investing capital abroad at the rate of | 
about £60,000,000 per annum, and coinci- 
dently the excess of imports over exports | 
was £98,000,000 a year.

NO RUSH, SAY CANAL BIDDERS, 


Competitors for Isthmian Work De- 
clare Sufficient Time Was Given. 


The Panama Canal Commission has been 
criticised on account of the short time 
allowed for the preparation of bids on the 
extensive works at Colon, by which Chief 
Engineer Wallace hopes to exterminate 
yellow fever there. The advertisements 
were. not published until May 22, and the 
bids were to be opened June 15. The 
dredging and filling to be done will cost 
from $4,000,000 to $7,000,000, depending 
upon the extent of the work, which can- 
not be decided except as it proceeds. The 
contract has been awarded to Michael J. 
Dady of Brooklyn, who is supposed to 
represent the Atlantic and Pacific Com- 
pany. 

At least one of the bidders thinks the 
commission acted with perfect correct- 
ness. There is reason to, believe that his 
opinion is shared by other bidders, one 
of whom found time between the publi- 
cation of the advertisements and the date 
set for the reception of the bids to send 
an expert to Colon, and to get from him 
by cable all the data needed to make an 
intelligent bid. 

“One of the first things discovered by 
Chief Engineer Wallace when he reached 
the Isthmus in June last year,’ said a 
bidder to a Timms reporter yesterday, 
*‘ was that it would be imperatively neces- 
sary to improvd the sanitation of the 
canal zone in general, but particularly of 
the two cities of Colon and Panama, if 
the cost of building the canal was not to 
be so great in human life as to be almost 
prohibitive. 

“He concluded that the three most 
important tasks would be the establish- 
ment of a water supply and a sewerage 
system for the two cities, and the filling 
of the swamp district running along the 
inner harbor at Colon. This district has 
a population of many thousands at the 


resent time, although it is a pau a 

fr. Wallace regards it as the principal 
breeding place for the yellow fever germs. 
He decided that the turning of that swamp 
into dry ground was of greater moment 
than any other part of the work. 

“A report embodying his views on the 
matter was forwarded to the old Canal 
Commission last year, but led to no ac- 
tion. Further plans were forwarded last 
February. 

‘“* When Mr. Wallace reached Washing- 
ton somewhat more than a month ago he 
found that nothing had been done with 
the plans. Before returning to~ the Isth- 
mus he arranged to have the advertise- 
ments for the contract issued. In doing 
so he had to provide for the shortest 
possible time for the return of bids, -as 
so much time had already been lost, and 
every day the work remaianed undone 
increased the danger to the workers in 
the canal zone.”’ 


WOMAN SUICIDE FROM BOAT. 


Slocum Memories May Have Caused 
Act—Crew Slow. 


A woman leaped from the New York 
and College Point ferryboat North Beach 
Thursday night as it was returning to 
Manhattan and was drowned. According 
to the story of two eyewitnesses, no ef- 
| fort was made by the crew to save her 
for at least ten minutes after she jumped. 
Then it was too late. The North Beach 
reached her plier at the foot of East 
Ninety-ninth Street about 7:30 
Thursday night, but the police were not 
notified of the suicide until 11 o’clock 
yesterday morning. 

Aldene Goff of 1,871 Third Avenue and 
his wife were on the ferryboat. 

“ Soon after leaving College Point,” said 
Mr. Goff, ‘‘my wife and I, as well as the 
other passengers on the upper deck, saw 
a woman, apparently about forty years 
of age, alone, walking up and down the 
deck wringing her hands. As the boat 
approached Lawrence Ledge, or what 
rivermen call the Third Buoy, her agita- 
tion seemed to increase. This is near the 
scene of the Slocum tragedy. 

“All at once a woman ran into the 
cabin and shrieked ‘ Woman overboard! ’ 
I rushed out, and, sure enough, the wo- 
man that we had noticed wringing her 
hands was in the water, I started to 
jump after her, but my wife held on to 
me, and then I rushed up to the pllot 
house and told the Captain, Louls Helger- 
son.

A Jerome Avenue car was used yester- 
day morning as an ambulance to carry 
two young women injured in an automo- 
bile accident to Fcrdham Hespital.

The injured were Miss Mary O'Connell, 
twenty-two years old, and Miss Marie 
Phelan, twenty-one years old, both of 122 
West Twenty-first Street. They were in 
@ semi-conscious condition when the hos- 
pital was reached. The two men who had 
been their escorts in the automobile re- 
fused to give their names, and left as soon 
as they saw that the women were well 
cared for. Miss O’Connell’s jaw was 
fractured, and Miss Phelan had a slight 
fracture of the skull. 

The accident happened shortly after 1 
o'clock yesterday morning, when the 
party of four were coming south along 
Jerome Avenue in a touring car. Near 
Mosholu Parkway there was an obstruc- 
tion in the road, caused by an excavation. 
The driver of the automobile, who it was 
learned later was P. BH. Edsall, did not see 
the obstruction until he was almost upon 
it, and, in making a quick turn to the east 
side of Jerome Avenue, ran. full speed 
into a trolley pole. At this point the poles 
are in the middle of the street. 

All four were thrown headlong, the men 
escaping with a few cuts and bruises, 
Failing to find a policeman, and being 
unable to reach the hospital by telephone, 
the two men, seeing a trolley car ap- 
proaching, stopped it and put the two 
women aboard. No report was made to 


the police of the accident, and thesfirst 
intimation they had of what had occurred 
was when one of the Bronx Park Station 
squad discovered the wrecked machine. 

Investigation was made, and the two 
women were found in the hospital. Late 
yesterday afternoon the wrecked auto- 
mobile was carted away. 

A woman called at the Fordham Hos- 
pital yesterday afternoon to see the two 
girls, but refused to give any informa- 
tion about them, or tell who the owner 
of the automobile was.

HE three books here under discussion 
are, each in its own way, well worth pe- 
rusal. In matter, but still far more ‘jn 
manner of treatment, they differ greatly 
one from the others. The book by Carl 
Joubert is that of a fanatical Russ6- 
phobe, a man who condemns not only Russia and tBe 
Russians in toto, but also the Servians, Bulgarians, 
and Armenians, as “cutthroats,” utterly worthless, 
and not deserving of any sympathy. The book of MF, 
Perris, on the other hand, is more moderate and 
reasonable in tone; but it is the book of an ultra- 
radical in politics, one-sided, and conveying also_# 
wrong impression of Russia. However, it aboungé 
in facts, many of which are hard to find elsewhere 
and which to a discriminating mind will do much to 
help understand certain phases of the great Rus 
sian problem, while leaving quite untouched many 
others. Lastly, the third hook, that of Mr. Bain, 
dealing with the history of the early Romanoffs, is 
of an entirely different quality. It id of permanent 
worth for the student of history, being based on 
first-hand sources, handled throughout with skill 
and palpably frank and informing in its statements 
of facts, but suffering from the one great fault of 
being made to serve a preconceived idea—namely, 
‘that Russia owes everything to the Czars—her 
prosperity, her greatness, her empire, her very ex- 
as the author proclaims in his introduc- 








istence,

tiously, and, on the whole, so successfully, done its 
duty,” Mr. Bain goes on to say. In its tendency,

but in its facts it is eminently fair, cogent, and in- 
teresting, and the reader is thus enabled to draw 


| his own conclusions from the same data, conclu- 


sions which may—or may not—coincide with these 
of the author. 3 

Carl Joubert, in his “ Russia as It Really Is,” 
though his private notions may be faulty and over- 
strained, gives, nevertheless, quite a number of iso- 
lated facts of import. There are also anecdotes and 
stories, some of them quite amusing. Here are a 
few: 





A Jewish peddler of Grodno dealt in pirrogs, 
(meat pies,) and two hungry muzhiks traveling in 
the third-class railroad car with him were so over- 
powered by the appetizing odor of his wares that, 
not having money to buy them, they slew the Jew 
without further ado, and threw the body out of the 
window. They were apprehended, and to the aston- 
ishment of the pristay (Police Sergeant) the whole 
supply of pies was found intact. ‘‘ Why did you not 
eat the pirrogs and throw the basket away?” asked 


the pristav. ‘‘ You forget,” said one of the muzhiks, 


“that to-day is Friday, and it is not allowed to 
eat meat.” 

While traveling in Siberia the author, at Tomsk, 
had his passport run out, and its renewal cost him 
much delay and bother. “In my country,” said 
he, (Mr. Joubert is an Englishman,) “it is only the 
dogs who are required to have passports.” “ They 
are all dogs in Russia,” the official answered. 

At a great dinner in St. Petersburg, attended by 
high officials and nobles, an old General seriously 
requested the author: “ Now, young man, show us 
how the soldiers march in your country!" Later on, 
the conversation drifting to foreign manners, they 
asked him: “ Have you really no icons in your coun- 
try?" Toward the end the entertainment became a 
bacchanalian feast, and a high official, to save time, 
with one jerk pulled tablecloth and eveéefything off 
the table, ordering new bottles, 

Speaking of the personal lack of cleanliness and 
instancing a troop of Orthodox priests he met in the 
country, the author says: “ The plague of lice, like 
the plague of darkness, seems to have traveled to 
Russia and taken up its abode there. Ninety per 
cent. of the population are verminous, and they can 
make no secret of it; for the particular parasite from 





which they suffer gives them no reat.”

Czar Alexius, Nikon for many years had 
been the intimate and adored friend of 
the pious ruler; in-his letters to’ Nikon 
the Czar used to sign himself as “ your 
ttle unworthy brother,” and Nikon he 
habitually referred to as the “ Great 
Shining Sun."’ He caused Nikon's election 
as Patriarch, and then there began a slow 
devious fight between the two for suprem- 
acy.

This same Nikon was the reformer of 
the Russian Orthodox Church, causing 
thereby the internal schism which has 
persisted to this day. The great stan- 
dard bearer of the schismatics was a man 
still more remarkable than Nikon, the 
protopope Avvakum. The main contro- 
versy between the ‘Old Believers” and 
the new wd8 as to whether it was right 
to cross’ themselves with two fingers or 
thrée. Avvakum and his partisans taught 
that to use three fingers for the purpose 
sent a person straight to hell, and for 
this doctrine the man himself finally went 
to the stake.

ITALIAN LETTERS OF A DIPIA- 
MAT’S WIFE. (Charles Scribner's Sons. 
2.50 net.)—Two sojourns in Italy are de- 
scribed in this new book of epistles by 
Mary King Waddington, wife of the diplo- 
mat, the late William Henry Wadding- 
tom M. Waddington, after resigning the 
Premiership of France tn 1879, went to 
Rome in January, 1880, with his wife, for 
rest and recreation. The Waddingtons 
had access to the different social circles in 
the Eternal City, Papal, royal, and Lib- 
erai. They were invited to all the select 
dinners, fétes, and functions of all sorts, 
and met old friends of Mme. Wadding- 
ton, who had been in Rome when a girl. 
They had audiences with Pope Leo XIII, 
and King Humbert and Queen Margher- 
ita; they conversed with Crispi, the Cal- 
rol, Bonghi, and other eminent Italian 
stafesmen;—they visited St. Peter's, the 
Vatican, the Capitoline, the churches, 
and the galleries. On their way back to 
Parts they also visited other cities in 
Italy, stopping for severa) days at Milan 





and Turin. In 1904 Mme. Waddington 
went to Rome alone, her husband having 
died, She noted numerous changes. She 
saw the new King and Queen, and did not 
see much of the official world; but the 
letters are quite as charming as those in 
the first part of the book; although not 
go lively, they\ are still full of life. The 
book forms the complement of her “ Let- 
ters of a Diplomat's Wife,” published 
two years ago. 


THE ROMANCE OF VICTOR HUGO 
AND JULIETTE DROUET. (G. P. Put- 
nam's Sons, $1.50 net.)—Students of _the 
French poet and ‘romancer will recall his 
relations with Julfette Drouet, the Paris- 
jan actress, which .extended over fifty 
years—from the time she first presented 
“his ‘Lucretia Borgia” on the Paris 
stage through all the years of his exile 
in Guernsey. This volume contains the 
letters of Mme. Drouet to the poet, which 
Henry Wellington Wack, author of “ ‘The 
Congo Free State”’ and editor of the 
book, discovered in the tsland, and which 
inspired the Hugo correspondence that 
appeared in Paris some time ago. Around 
these letters Mr. Wack has sketched the 
period of Hugo's exile, including many 
anéedotes and extracts from his corre- 
spondence, to illustrate the poet's per- 
sonality. The introduction, by Francois 
Coppée, the well-known French writer, 
contains some reministences of Victor 
Hugo and a few anecdotes about him. 


TALKS IN A LIBRARY WITH LAU- 
RENCE HUTTON, (G. P. Putnam's Sons. 
$2.50 net.)—The late author of about half 
a hundred books, principally on the lit- 
erary asgociations and landmarks of Lon- 
don, Jerusalem, Edinburgh, Venice, Scot- 
land, &c., has here given his final word 
to his friends and readers. The “ talks ”’ 
which Miss Isabel Moore has set down, 
are records of conversations by Hutton 
with the compiler. The writer possessed 
a large collection of Nterary and artistic 
“ pric-A-brac "'—portraits, autograph let- 
ters, playbills, inscribed books, &c. It 
is about these that their owner spoke to 
Miss Moore. His method wasas follows: 
He would pick up a portrait or a book, 
as the case may be, and, as the article 
would recall the giver or person repre- 
sented by it or other associations, he 
would tell his caller about it and how he 
obtained it and where. He speaks of act- 
ors and actresses, writers, artists, and 
others well known in_other walks of life, 
which, by his geniality and kindness he 
drew to himself. 


NOTES FROM A DIARY. (E. P. Dat- 
ton & Co. $4.00 net.)—Anecdote and epi- 
sode, reminiscence of celebrated 
and experimental knowledge of important 
events, from New Year's Day, 181, when 
the Rt. Hon. Sir Mountstuart E. Grant 
Duff, having just taken his degree at 
Oxford, had reached Avignon on his way 
to Rome for the first time, down to Jan.

(G. P. Putnam's 
Sons, $1.25 Whether we take this 
posthumous work as the sincere expres- 
sion of a repentant and possibly humiliat- 
ed writer or as the finely constructed 
literary fabric of the world’s greajest 
poseur in letters, there is doubt! of 
its human and psychological interest. So 
far as is known, it is the only piece of 
literature composed by Oscar Wilde dur- 
ing his incarceration in Reading Jail. It 
deals with a number of subjects which 
may be interest the phil- 
osopher and meditative bookman. And 
from whatever point of view above 
indicated—one regards it, the hostages 
which the author claims from the read- 
er’s attention are exacting and inviola- 
ble. One may only approach it with 
eympathy and with a humble attitude 
of mind, for, before its patnos and abne- 
gation all arrogance and censure of the 
author's personality crumble up into dust 
or vanish into thin air. -In the same 
manner, the arrogance of the author 
and his overbearing, although delightful, 
egotism and cultured censorship seem, 
as he writes, to be gradually obliterated 
from his thought and expression and 
replaced by a profound artistic sympa- 
thy, if not by the sincerity of a great 
artist.

in the minds of those who will need ho in- 
troduction to his new book, ‘‘ The Won- 
ders of Life,"’ now translated from the 
German by Joseph McCabe. The success 
of “The Riddle of the Universe” in 
America even astonished the sanguine 
author himself; the innumerable letters 
which were written to him he has now 
been glad to answer in his supplamentary 
volume. ‘The question of psychical regener- 
ation and of psychic immortality aroused 
numerous queries on the part of philoso- 
phers, amateur and professional. —Some 
doubted the professor's premises; some 
questioned his conclusions; all wanted to 
know mere. In “ The Wonders of Life id 
Prof. Haeckel confines himself to organic 
science, or the science of Iffe as distinct 
from inorganic science, or the science of 
non-producing substances. He lays special 
stress on the universality of the “law of 
substance" and the substantial unity of 
nature. which, it will be recalled, was 
barely touched upon in “ The Riddle of 
the Universe.” If one might consider the 
first book as an epitome of all scientific 
knowledge eoncerning the secret of ex- 
istence, one may regard the supplement- 
ary volume as emphasizing those points 
in it which the general reader thought 
too lightly touched upon or too summa- 
rily dismissed. ‘There are, too, further 
and broader conclusions as to the nature 
of perpetual organic existence under its 
various phases, vegetable, animal, and 
spiritual. 


CASUAL ESSAYS OF THE SUN. (Rob- 
ert Grier Cooke, $1.50,)—This is a book of 
selected editorials from The Sun news- 
paper, and the bright if somewhat cynic 
humor which is that paper's hall mark 
runs through them. The articles touch 
lightly upon many subjeets—upon the pass- 
ing of the negro minstrel and the banjo, 
upon mince pie, and other matters which 
do murder sleep; upon “‘ famous men and 
institutions,” as the “Little Church 
Around the Corner,” ‘Herbert Spencer 
on Organ Grinders,” and “ The Late Ex- 
pedition to England of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of .oston.”

THE LURE OF THE LABRADOR 
WILD, (Fleming H. Revell Company. 
$1.50 net.)—This is the story of the expe- 
dition which was: led by the late Leoni- 
das Hubbard, Jr., into the unknown “ si- 
lent wilderness"’ of Labrador. Dillon 
Wallace tells of the hardships of the ex- 
ploring party, their suffering from cold 
and hunger, the death by starvation of 
Hubbard, and tbe rescue of himself, the 
last surviving member of the expedition, 
just in time to save him from a death 
similar to that of the leader. Mr. Wal- 
lace shows that whatever preparations 
Hubbard might have made, when he sent 
his companions out for aid, he could not 
have withstood the ravages of a physical 
breakdown. He was alone, and, as it 
happened during that Winter, (1903-4,) 
game was more scarce than it had been 
for some years. Hubbard took such bag- 
gage with him as was absolutely 
sary—he had, before preparing for the ex 
pedition, spoken with men who were ex- 
perienced. A part of the story is made 
up of extracts from Hubbard's diary as 
well as the journal kept by Mr. Wallace.

Prof. Edward Alsworth Ross's Book 
"on the “Foundations of 


Sociology.’’* 


mOCIOLOGY has been subjected 
i to scorn because of the un- 
certainty and loose limita- 
tions of its subject matter. 
Prof. Ross in his introductory 
chapter cites so many defini 
tions and descriptions of the 
#cience as to give some justification for 
this, and to promote some uncertainty 
in the mind of the inquiring. There are 
many social sciences, but sociology claims 
them all for its own, for each is not the 
exclusive field of action of certain im- 
Pulses, but is reacted on by all the others 
Sociology is like a tree, the special social 

K Sciences being its branches; but it is a 
~ banyan tree, and each of the great 
branches throws down shoots which take 
root and give it indepentent support. 

The solution of the larger sogial prob- 
lems demands not only special data, but 
also the ligat of general principles; not 
merely facts, but the sympathetic connec- 
tions that bind one series of phenomena 
with another. We must also know what 
has been. From this history and these 
principles may be built up a general social 
theory. It will be long, however, as Prof 
Ross points out, before soclology becomes 
so exact that it can affirm of a policy: 
“This is scientific; consider no other.” 
What he hopes for is that, as the laws of 
social phenomena come to light, many ex- 
treme proposals will be barred from con- 
sideration and the intelligent public will 
centre its attention upon a smaller num- 
ber of policies. His instances of this are 
the elimination of autocracy and anarchy 
as projects of government and of sacra- 
ment and contract as theories of the mar- 
riage relation. The growth of sociology, 
he thinks, is likely to confine within nar- 
rower limits and focus upon an ever 
smaller rumber of measures the discussion 
relating to family, property, association, 
education, crime, pauperism, colonization, 
migration, class relations, race relations, 
war, and government, 

Here is a large contract for sociology; 
yet, if it is ever to be anything more 
than a vague statement of vague ideas, it 
is just this sort of thing that it ought 
to look forward to. At present, as Prof 
Ross admits, an authoritative body of 
social theory exists ‘as aspiration rather 
than fact.’ His style is rather exuberant, 
but it is picturesque and rapid, and 
though it sometimes has the aspect of a 
jargon of his own, it is not unintelligible, 
and is generally interesting. In his dis- 
cussion of fundamental matters he has 
scarcely attempted to go further than the 
laying of foundations, but in this he has 
opened many promising fields of discus- 
sion.

ogy. What is the “unit of investiga- 
tion "in this science? The taking of too 
large a uilit has been a sduree of error; 
not nations, epochs, and civilizations are 
the true subjects of study, but numerous 
minute and exact resemblances, closely 
studied, “in crowns or clans, secret socle- 
ties, or mining camps.’ His development 
of this: thesis is one of the important 
chapters of his book. Another inter- 
esting topic is that of “Mob Mind '’’— 
the sharing by a vast public (owing to 
our space-annihilating devices) of the 
same rage, alarm, enthusiasm, or horror; 
the craze or fad, the wave of national 
feeling resulting in a war fever or a po- 
litical landslide, a sympathetic strike, 
booms, panics, and so on. In his treat- 
ment of the “Properties of Group 
Units" he shows that the properties dis- 
played by a social group depend for one 
thing on the characteristics of the units, 
but that they are also ‘influenced by the 
pseudo-personality of the mob; on the way 
in which the members of such a group 
will act, and on the mode of their com- 
bination. Large assemblies put an end 
to thinking; the minds that gather in 
small assemblages fecundate one another. 
Crowds destroy, but never build up. Great 
beneficent forces are organized, and the 
corporation is the highest in intellectual 
superiority, though in its means it is less 
scrupulous than most other collectivities. 

Social evolution, in Prof. Ross’s opin- 
ion, is not merely a phuse of cosmic evo- 
lution, as some would have it. They have 
neglected the distinction between the fac- 
tors of a purposed event and the factors 
of the volition that brings it about. Thus, 
the local] distribution of immigrants can 
be expressad in terms of purpose; in going 
further back to account for their pur- 
pose, we come upon considerations re- 
lating to climate, soil, water, timber, and 
the like. Again there must be distinction 
between needs and wants; for it is actual 
desire rather than what they ought to 
want that controls the behavior of 
people. The study and classification of 
these forces have occupied many socio- 
logical writers and the interpretation of 
them occupies Mr. Ross tn a rapid but in- 
teresting and suggestive survey, from 
which he concludes that only a knowledge 
of human wants and a recognition of the 
great variety of springs that incite men to 
action can rescue the science from one- 
sided theories 

The factors of change, static 
and dynamic, making for equilibrium and 
for change—not social evolution or social 
progress—form the subject of another 
discussion that touches on fmunumerable 
phases of history. The chapter on “ Re-

A FIRST VIEW OF ENGFISH LITERA- 
TURE. By William Vaughan Moody and 
Robert Morss Lovett, Portraits. Cloth, 
Svo. Pp. x.-386. New York: Charies 
Scribner's Sons. $1. 


Having published a history of English 
literature, Messrs. Moody and Lovett now 
offer “ A First View of English Liter- 
ature "—rather a Hibernian way of doing 
things, but in this case a wise proceeding. 
The shortcomings of the earlier and more 
advanced work are not repeate! in tbis 
more elementary volume. “ The literary 
comment has been simplified. * * * The 
number of authors treated has been much 
reduced, and the attention of the student 
centred exclusively on a few great repre- 
sentative figures. * * * More space has 
been given to biography and descriptive 
sketches.”” The result is a brief and com- 
pact history ef English literature. 

Of course little new can, be expected in 
the treatment of English literature, at 
least of that of the past. For the first 
tinie, however, we find Pepys’s diary 
mepticred otherwise than as a s*urce- 
book. ig 

While Butler and the Cavalier poets 
were «embodying the mood of the aristoc- 
racy, Bunyan was writing his “ Pilgrim's 
Progress” for the serious lower class, 
where Puritanism still survived. Between 
these extremes, however, we have an or- 
der that was to make its presence felt 
increasingly from this time on, the upper 
middle class; and as it happens this class 
had in the late seventeenth century a 
figure almost as representative as Bun- 
yan. Samuel Pepys was a busy man of 
affairs, a clerk of the Navy Board and 
Secretary of the Admiralty under James 
Il. Between 1660 and 1669 he kept a 
diary, * * * a personal document of 
great interest. 

The authors do not accept the diary as 
literature, however; but of it they say: 

In its detail the diary reflects the pa- 
tient, industrious habits by which busi- 
ness and science were to tnrive in the 
next century * * * In its uniformity 
of tone, its lack of emphasis and dra- 
matic interest, it illustrates again the 
sober modernity which the citizen's life 
was beginning to assume kh ee 
shows the bourgeois ideal of life. 

With the literature of the nineteenth 
century the authors have a free field, 
though of course others have been before 
them in it The Victorian era is treated 
by them with fullness, as is the develop- 
ment of the English novel, the most typ- 
ical product of modern conditions, “ not 
only a vast and comprehensive picture of 
life, but a powerful force acting upon so- 
ciety.”” Of Dickens, to quote but once 
more, the authors say: “ Dickens is re- 
membered not as a dramatic artist in the 
novel form, but as a showman of won- 
derful resources.’’ Thackeray is the 
greatest writer who has used English in 
fiction. The book is a_ highly finished 
work, and we commend it.

A large volume of letters is shortly to be 
issued by the John Lane Company. It 
contains the “ Memoirs of a Royal Chap- 
Jain, 1729-1763,"" and consists of the corre- 
spondence of Edmund Pyle, D. D., Do- 
mestic Chaplain to George II., with Sam- 
ual Kerrich, D. D, the Vicar of Dorsing- 
ham and Rector of Wolferton and West 
Newton. The letters have been annotated 
and edited by Albert Hartshorne.

In the Indian Jungle. 

The chapters in Capt. A. D. R. Glas- 
furd’s volume, “ Rifle and Romance in 
the Indian Jungle,’’ which the John Lane 
Company will soon bring out, are of 
varying character. Some deal with the 
real, others idealistic, and one or two 
entirely fanciful. They have been writ- 
fen, the author points out in his preface, 
from time to time during a residence -in 
India of some fourteen years, mostly 
spent in jungly places. A large part of 
the book has been written in the jungles 
themselves; some of the stories in the 
hunting tent; others on the hillside while 
resting, and several on moonlight nights 
spent in lonely “machans."" He indicates 
the purpose of the volume in the course 
of his remarks: 


Its aim is * * * to present an old 
though still engrossing subject In what 
is perhaps a novel manner; to carry the 
reader into more direct contact with the 
surroundings of the Indian sportsman 
and naturalist, and, while avoiding as 
much as possible the recital of personal 
experience with its stereotyped accompan- 
iments, to lead him into the junsie, with 
all its fascinating variety of scene and 
season, hill and plain, where in spirit he 
may make acquaintance or renew an in- 
timacy with its shy denizens and their 
habits. 


Some of the illustrations are by the 
author, others from photographs. They 
are true to nature and do not deal with 
the popular idea of Indian sport. They 
do not show gay scenes, being “ merely 
the records of the auiet. solitary ‘shi-

A RADICAL PARSON. 


The Rev. W. Tuckwell’s Story of His 
Experiences Among the Work- 
ingmen and Agricultural La- 
borers of England.* 


HE name of W. Tuckwell has 
not resounded very loudly on 
this side of the Atlantic. But 
if his own account of his 
career is to be taken as he 
gives it, both his name and 
his words have roused great 
among the workingmen and 
laborers of England, whose 


enthusiasm 
agricultural 


hearts he has fired and whose affections | 


he has gained in many years of work, 


apparently more in political agitation and | 


experiments in social reform than in pure- 
ly religious ministrattons. The title that 
he claims of “radical” is none too 
strong. He is a clergyman of the Estab- 
lished Church, an Oxford man, and a 
scholar, who believes in disestablishment, 
the abolition of the House of Lords, na- 
tionalization of the land, Home Rule for 
Ireland, electoral and other reforms that 
include, apparently, nearly everything 
short of out-and-out Socialism. He has 
cast his jot entirely with the workingmen 
in advocating this radical programme. His 
story of his work throws some interesting 
side lights on some of the recent political 
history of England and on the temper 
and aspirations of the Jower classes, from 
a quarter that is not often so engagingly 
and skillfully represented repre

Bishop Burnet in William III's time 
was conspicuous for ‘the best pair of 
legs that ever wore gaiters’'—the proba- 
bility being. however, that In his time 
Bishops did not wear gaiters, but rather 
the usual knee breeches, stockings, and 
buckled shoes of the day. The “ Proud 
Duke" of Somerset, who would not let 
his children sit in his presence, was Mas- 
ter of the Horse to George I.; angered 
because his son-in-law wus sent to the 
Tower, he ordered his servants to take 
off the royal livery and put on again that 
of his own family.

Job of Australia. 


TOM GERRARD. By Louis Becke 12me6 
Pp. 292 Philadelphia The J. B. Lip- 
pincott Company. $1.50. 

‘Tom Gerrard is an Australian stockman, 
and this is one of those stories, quite 
without literary flavor, which are affected 
by a certain class of British periodical. 
‘Tom, of course, is all sorts of a good fel- 
low and a sturdy citizen of the new coun- 
try of the suvuth. “He is kind to children, 
rides his horse wonderfully, and never 
loses his temper. Mr. Becke tells how 
misfortunes overwhelmed Tom—coming 
hard upon each other's heels as they did 
in the case of Job, and how Tom bore 
them with a fortitude quite unlike that of 
the lachrymose Askitic. 

An alligator spoiled his beauty, a bank 
faded away with his savings, a fire de- 
stroyed his house and his cattle. But he 
saved a very lovely girl from the alliga- 
tor, and she in the end rewarded him for 
all his griefs. Meantime the story tells 
of ‘‘ bad men "’ who broke into the safe of 
a coasting steamer and nearly killed the 
purser, of an officer of native police who 
was Tom's rival in love and went mad 
for jealousy, of a bush parson who. was 
another rival, but who took his disap- 
pointment like a man and got a consola- 
tion kiss from the girl. Then, of course, 
Mr. Recke tells you with enthusiasm of 
suppers of game out under the stars, of 
tea and damper from saddle bags, of gold 
miners and thei: reckless ways, of plots 
among the.“ bad men" to destroy Tom 
Gerrard, of an affair with a cattle whip 
in 4 tavern, and a midnight assault away 
out upon the plains. 

In short, the story contains the usual 
Australian elements of interest. The pe- 


| culiarity of it lies in the manner in which 
| everything conspires to hit poor Tom in 


the face and scar and disfigure that part 
of his very proper person, without doing 
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him any such serious injury as depriving 
him of an eye or a nose or the use of his 
mouth. The girl is a Scottish miner's 
daughter, and wishes she was a man. 
Nevertheless she rejects numerous suit- 
ors very sweetly—which is not a mascu- 
line specialty. 


The Star’s Daughter. 


AS THE WORLD GOES BY. Sy Eliss- 
beth W. Brooks. 12mo. Pp. 375. Boston: 
Little, Brown & Co. 


The stage lends something of its gla- 
mour to this story of irrelevant title, It 
begins, in fact, with a doctor hurriedly 
summoned from his club and his dinner 
to attend upon a chorus girl who has got 
hurt somehow behind the scenes and been 
sacrilegiously carrted to the star's dress- 
ing room. The poor chorus girl doesn’t 
matter—she serves merely to introduce 
the star and the star's daughter, cspe- 
clally the daughter, who is the heroine. 
It is this young lady (not herself an ect- 
ress) who has dared to put the star's 
dressing room to uses of common human- 
ity. The story relates that she is the 
daughter of an ill-advised match be- 
tween her mother and a rich and respect- 
able young New Yorker. Of course the 
two are separated, 

You are permitted, first, to see some- 
thing of the life of mother and daughter 
at home and in studios and such places. 
You accompany the mother while she ex- 
ceeds the speed limit in motor cars—her- 
se'f playing chauffeur; you see the two 
at fencing lessons together, and observe 
that the elder is jealous of the younger's 
charms when men are about. Then a 
golden-voiced Polish genticman belong- 
ing to grand opera makes love to the 
girl—sings to her and has her sing to 
hirmn—writes her horrid high-flown dreary 
letters. The star, however, frowns and 
says such a marriage is quite unsuitable 
—eighteen and forty, Pole and American. 
She cites her own case, where the incom- 
patibilities were not nearly so great. So 
the Polish songbird departs sighing pro- 
foundly and bowing to match. 

Then you see the girl translated to a 
place among her father’s people, and made 
much of by them, loved and lovable, sad 
within because of the departed Pole, 
learning. the ways of the Four Hundred, 
going to college, actually becoming a 
Doctor of Philosophy, then yachting and 
traveling abroad in Italy, where she meets 
the Pole again. 

It's rather a dim, inconclusive sort of 
story, the heroine being particularly dim. 
However, the star—her province is society 
plays—seems rather like the real thing. 
It's a pity the author has seen fit to 
kill her in an automobile accident about 
muaway of the book.

Miss Twiges regrets her inability to 
send forth these songs of Ireland in the 
Irish tongue, a regret that will be shared 
by but few of her readers. In this day of 
imitative verse and scant originality we 
cannot afford to lose the influence of one 
whose note is her own, whose joy and 
whose scrrow are so opviousiy felt as @x- 
perience and not as “ copy.” 

It is not, however, in Ireland alone that 
exodus from country to town and the still 
more demoralizing exodus from town to 
country is made the subject of vehement 
remonstrance.* A London writer of “ vers 
de société"’ sings a vociferous ditty on 
the various characteristics of a compli- 
cated modern civilization, especially en- 
joying his playful but far from trifling 
tribute to the genius of publicity and the 
science of réclan@®. Together with a good 
deal of claptrap, slang, and metrical 
vulgarity, is displayed a sufficiently acute 
observation supported by a less highly 
developed talent for satire. The lines en- 
titled “A Look Ahead" refer to the 
opinion held by certain philosophers that 
England's future will be social rather 
than industrial; that culture, gayety, and 
luxury will abound, and that Great Brit- 
ain will be in Lord Rosebery's words “ the 
playground and the pleasaunce of the plu- 
tocrats of all nations."’ Reflecting on this 
possibility, the poet depicts the attrac- 
tions of the new era, to turn from them 
with this final melodious wail of renun- 
ciation: 

I cannot but ¢ivine with sorrow 

The rural England of to-morrow, 
When, deserts all the fields and downs, 
The laborers huddle in the towns;

For instance, I 
suppose you would call poetry the highest 
form of literary expression, It does not 
strike me that any poet of the United 
States has influenced any great British 
poet or British poetry. I think, however, 
that the general standard of power and 
beauty set by English poets certainly has 
influenced and certainly does influence 
American verse. I believe, at the same 
time, that a man like Longfellow, though 
not a great poet, was quite distinctive, 
owing little to anybody except, it may be, 
in a far-off way, to Wordsworth. Emer-

“It is my impression that in fiction—of 
which I have les# personal knowledge, be- 
cause I am not a reader of modern nov- 
els—the~ tendency is possibly rather to 
strengthen the local characteristics, the 
local coloring, and the national point of 
view. It is undoubtedly true that fiction 
of Germany to-day, as compared with 
that of half a century back, is stronger 
in its national prejudices. The nattonal 
feeling all over the world is finding part 
of its expression through fiction, 
with us in America, particularly since the 
civil war, this has been very marked. Our

| Prof. Okakura-Yoshisaburo’s little book, 

‘The Japanese Spirit,” (12mo, pp. 127. 
New York: James Pott & Co. $1 net,) is 
the result of some lectures read to Uni- 
versity of London students. The author 
shows not only his knowledge of the lit- 
erature, of his native land, but also his 
acquaintance with Western writers. The 
lectures, as George Meredith writes in his 
{introduction to the volume, ‘are com- 
pendious and explicit in a degree that en- 
ables us to form a summary of much that 
has been otherwise partially obscure, 80 
| that we get nearer to the secret of this 
singular race than we have had the 
ehance of doing before.” And Prof. Oka- 
| kura writes, in condensed form, much 
about the origin of the Japanese, their 
faith, their conceptions of life,.and their 
ideals of duty, as well as their metaphys- 
ical doctrines. He deals, in short, with 
everything that bears upon the physical 
and intellectual environments of his 
countrymen which has led to the forma- 
tion of their character. 

He writes about “ Bushido,” which is the 
“way of the Samurai," the principle of
